FRENCH PRESIDENT 
GOES TO CHATEAU 
FOR REST PERIOD 


In reply to allegations made by 
Mayor Porter and Alderman Sangster 
to the effect that the city of Vic¬ 
toria has been unable to obtain funds 
from the Provincial Government to 
finance this city’s housing _ pro¬ 
gramme, the Hon. T. D. Pattullo, 
Minister of Lands, has issued the 
statement printed below in which he 
declares that the newspaper item re¬ 
cording the observations of the 
Mayor and Alderman Sangster is the 
first intimation that the necessary 
cash was not available. 

Mr. Pattullo'e Statement. 

Mr. Pattullo’e observations are 
follows: 

"In to-night’s issue of The Times 
there is a report in which Alderman 
Sangster and Mayor Porter ttnd fault 
witl* myself and my department that 
funds under the Housing Scheme are 
not available to meet the require¬ 
ments of the City of Victoria. Mayor 
Porter is reported as stating that T 
kept urging the city to hurry, and 
that now,’ when they are, well into 
the scheme, no money can be ob¬ 
tained from me. 

"The report in the paper is the 
first intimation that I have had of 
money not being available, and as I 
am leaving for Vancouver to-night, 
I have not opportunity to Inquire 
into the situation. 

City Held Back. 

"I wish, however, to say this, that 
| the Provincial Government took from 
the Dominion Government $760,000 
in cash to meet requirements. Munl- 
| clpalities were requested to make 
known their wants before the money 
was taken in the first place. V|c« 
toria kept holding back and holding 
back, an<*the Province has been com¬ 
pelled to pay Interest on the unused 
portion of the three-quarters of a 
million obtained from the Dominion 
Government which amount has been 
saved to the Municipalities. As trie 
Dominion were insistent tliat we 
should take half of our allotment, it 
was necessary for somebody to pay 
the interest on unused amounts. I 
felt that the Province should be will¬ 
ing to bear a reasonable portion of 
any loss in order to help out the re¬ 
turned soldier.^ 

•The Cost of Rent. 

"Victoria only came into the 
scheme finally when forced to do so. 
It was my opinion when the matter 
first came up and it is my opinion 
now that the Mayor and Council of 
Victoria did not wish to enter into

Halibut. 

"The halibut fishery of the Pacific 
began in our waters. For years, and 
until depleted, these waters produced 
the bulk of the halibut catch of the 
Pacific. Depleted of'halibut as our 
waters now are,” Mr. Sloan proceed¬ 
ed, "there was landed at our ports In 
1919 over 19,000,00h*^ounds of hali¬ 
but, an amount exceeding the landing 
At all other ports on the coast. Our 
catch of herring annually exceeds one 
million of dollars. Our whale pro¬ 
ducts in 1919 exceeded those of all 
other Pacific states.

London. June 3.—(Canadian As¬ 
sociated Press) — The Manchester 
Guardian to-day publishes a sum¬ 
mary of the debate at Ottawa re¬ 
garding the appointment of a 
Minister at Washington, concerning 
the refusal to publish correspondence 
on the matter.

"Frankly we wish the Canadian 
Parliament and people had been more 
fully apprised of what was going on 
and we should have liked to have 
been assured that so large a step 
was taken at their deliberate desire. 
But if it is their desire It is not for 
us to say them nay."

“Scarcity of timber in the Eastern

Colonel Dennys Says Mine¬ 
sweepers Helped Navy to 
Be Supreme 


“The most silent of the Silent Ser¬ 
vice.” This is how Col. W. Dennys, 
Deputation Secretary of-lhe Royal 
National Mission to Deep Sea Fisher¬ 
men describes the fleet of trawlers 
which swept the seas clear so that 
the Navy could maintain supremacy 
of the seas. Col. Dennys is staying 
for a few days with his son. R. E. G. 
Dennys. 231 Moss Street, and while 
here will give an address or the Royal 
National Mission to Deep Sea Fish¬ 
ermen, with an account of their work 
in peace and war. Col. Dennys is also 
a dire^or of the famous Dr. Grenfell 
International Association, which is a 
•'branch of the National Mission, and j 
has accomplished a wonderful work j 
ii\_ the interest* of flshfrmen off the 
coasts of Labrador and Newfound¬ 
land. 

Col. Dennys will speak at a public 
meeting under the auspices of the 
I. O. D. E. on Friday evening at 8 
o’clock in the Jones Block L O. D. L. 
Headquarters, and will preach at the 
Church of"Our Lord, corner of Hum¬ 
boldt and i’.lanshard Streets, next 
Sunday morning at 11 o’clock. 

Splendid Service. 

How the fishermen manned the 
trawlers at the most critical time of 
the war, with the story of their (Juiet 
heroism, as told by CoL Dennys, is 
one that should thrill every British 
man and woman. 

It is admitted by the Admiralty, 
says Coi. Denny* tb a statement to 
The .Times, that the deep-sea fisher¬ 
men by their ratings as mine sweep¬ 
ers, and for various other hazardous 
work, were the salvation of the Navy. 

They acted a* convoy* and patrols. 

In fact, the Canadians could never 
have landed in England or France, 
says the deputation secretary, had not 
the trawlers kept the ports glear of 
mines. Col. Dennys has some inter¬ 
esting sidelight* to tell of British 
naval operations, but he i* reserving 
the story for his lectures an Friday 
and Sunday. 

The Royal Mission to Deep Sea 
Fishermen is maintained by public 
support, and CoL Dennys believes 
that their welfare is of national im¬ 
portance. The Colonel ha* a tender 
spot in his heart for these men who 
daily toll on the deep waters. They 
are rough, rugged, simple, but above 
all. so entirely sincere, he says, and 
are without exception the finest ty^e 
of men. 

Col. Dennys, on hi* return from 
France, where he was commandant 
of the 10th Loyal Lancashires, went 
to Scapa Flow, and visited the trawl¬ 
ers of the North Sea in their own 
waters, seeing at first hand the con¬ 
ditions under which they worked. 

The mission caters to the spiritual 
and temporal welfare of the men by 
means of hospital ships, and insti¬ 
tutes at chief ports. Not so long ago 
these fishermen had practically no 
means of getting medical treatment, 
and so very little was done to provide 
them with comforts or show them 
.human sympathy and appreciation. 
CoL Dennys expressed the hope that 
the L O. D. E. might include missions J 
working in the interests of deep sea 
fishermen in their patriotic work. 

CoL Dennys sas a great admira¬ 
tion for the Dr. Grenfell Association 
which has done a great humane work 
for the seamen of the wild coasts of 
Labrador and Newfoundland- A de¬ 
termined effort is being made by thdfee 
Interested to establish an endowment 
fund so that this work may he per¬ 
petuated. 

Hi* Future Plans. 

On leaving Victoria. CoL Dennys 
will proceed to Salmon Arm to visit 
his son. and then will go to join Dr. 
Grenfell on a tour of the hospital , 
ships, dispensaries, and orphanages 
of the Association in Newfoundland 
and Labrador. 

The Dr. Grenfell International As¬ 
sociation was founded twenty-seven 
years ago, and has developed enor¬ 
mously. The founder saw many op¬ 
portunities to provide some measure 
of medical treatment, and spiritual 
welfare to the type of men he so 
much admired. 

Col. Dennys has besides his exper¬ 
ience In connection with missions to 
seamen a long miliary career which 
includes thirty-one years’ residence 
in India, where he commanded the 
31st Punjabis.

Squelching Trustee Mrs. Andrews’ attempt to stay the inuugu-i 
ration of a two-year arts course at the High School, the School' 
Hoard last night appointed Municipal Inspector Edward B. PauL 
principal of the affiliated college. Mr. Paul, who is admirably 
litted by long experience for hi* new positiou, will receive a salary 
of $3,600 a year and will proceed immediately with the selection 
of a staff for the college, appointment of which be will recommend 1 
to the Board. 


In appointing a principal laat night 
the Board not only put an end to the 
continued agitation ago1nut the two- 
year course, but also disregarded tin 
protests of Dr. Lewis Hall and 
Eugene S. Woodward, president of 
the Trades and Labor Council, who 
addressed the trustees. An a matter 
».f fact, the Board wa? led to believe 
that a large and Influential delegation 
would appear to oppose the Inaugu¬ 
ration of the course, tut the oppoa 
tic n simmered down to the remarke j 
of tlit-Ae two gentlemen. The trustee* 
do not consider tha» their protests 
were at all representative of the cltl- 
*e:ib at*large and, besides, the dele¬ 
gates, It developed, were laboring 
undei a total misapprehension as r«i- 
g: ios the coet of ihe college estab¬ 
lishment of which Mrs. Andrews has 
bln stating publ'.e’y and In the press 
would involve an expenditure of at 
leas*. $20,060 annually and probably 
more. Thus, when It was announce! 
tuat the annual expense involved was 
approximately, $5,0v6 the delegates 
weie somewhat tanen aback. 

After hearing the further remarke 
Of these gentlemen and the vigorous 
objections of Mrs. Andrews the Board 
went Into private session. 

Dr. Lewis Hell. 

I>r. Lewis Hall recalled to the 
memory of the trustee that when a 
member of the Board he had moved 
the original resolution which put the 
High School in such a position that 
affiliation with McGill University 
was made possible. Consequently he 
was not ugainst the principle of 
higher education here. Nor had he 
come to meet the trustees in any 
hostile mood. Rather he had come 
to give fatherly udVlce to the young 
men and women who composed the 
Board/ 

"What the University of British 
Columbia has glv'en you is entirely 
different from what you asked for." 
the Doctor asserted. "The McGill 
affiliation used to be free of expense 
as far as the pupils were concerned 
and practically so as far as the city 
was concerned. Under this arrange¬ 
ment you get a separate institution 
$viPd >ou have to inaugurate a sort 
of university with ft two-year course 
•>ndlng nowhere It's not affiliation 
at all. You will have to appoint 
five professors to carry on the work,

Eaton—a position he has occupied 
with marked success ever since.

That’the fiscal year, anting April 
laat, established new records for the 
Imperial Bank of Canada since it 
opened its doors to the public, forty- 
five years ago, is proven by the 
financial statement which wa$ sub- .

Note circulation Increased by *1.- 
483,489 to $13,354,212. Deposits with 
the Minister of Finance for the pur¬ 
pose of the circulation fund amount¬ 
ed to $404,897 as against $389,491 a 
year ago. while the deposits in the 
central gold reserve at $7,000,000 
show an Increase of $1,000,300. 

The paid up capital of the bank 
remains unchanged at $7,000,000 and 
the reserve fund at $ 7 , 500 , 000 .
